RATES 
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OUESTION OF PURPOSE

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVÉIN AND MA. 
JUSTICE HANNA.) 


The hearing of the appeal of the Commis- 
sioner of Valuation from a judgment of Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Davitt, exempting the Ring- 
send Methodist Hall, Lrishtown road, Dublin, 
from assessment for rates, was concluded. 
The Commissioner had put a valuation of 
£10 on the hall for the purpose of assessment 
for rates, and the Rev. Robert J. Elliott and 
the Trustees of the Methodist Church in lre- 
land, submitting that the hall was exempt 
from assessment, appealed to the Circuit 
Court Judge, who, holding that the hall was 
used exclusively’ for the advancement of 
religion, and that the: advancement of 
religion was a charitable purpose within the 
meaning of the Valuation (Ireland) Acts, 
352 and 1854, allowed the appeal, and 
marked the hall ‘‘ exempt’’ on the valuation 
list. Against this decision the Commissioner 
of Valuation appealed, sábmitting that the 
hall was not used exclusively for the advance 
mént of religion, and that it was not used 
exclusively for chapitable purposes. 

The Court now allowed the appeal, brit | 
Elliott and the 
Trustees of the Methodist Church in Ireland 
to appeal to the Supreme Court.

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 


this -hall was used had been stated by the 
Rov. W. L. Coade, the Minister of the 


Circuit Court, had stated that they were 
terribly in need of a hall; and that a place 
ot public worship ought to beaa place of 
public worship alone. In docigps whether 
a hall of the dimensions. of this hall, and 
used in the way described, should be exempt 
from assessment, it was not disputed now 
that the section to be considered was Section 
63 of the Poor Relief Act of 1838, which. 
ended with a proviso exempting a church, 
chapel, or other building exclusively dedi- 
cated to religious worship. 

It had been held, and it was not now 
questioned, that in considering any of the 
provisos of that. section the word ‘‘charitable’’ 
where it occurred in the phrase, “ buildings 
used exclusively for charitable purposes” had 
not the wide meaning. which was given to it 
from time to time in the course of the hearing 
of equity cases. He was entirely unable to 
accept the contention, having regard to the 
evidence that was given in this case, that 
this hall came within the exemption men- 
tioned in the proviso, as being a church, 
chapel, or other building exclusively dedi- 
cated to religious worship. He thought that 
it would be giving a most extended mean- 
ing, indeed, to the words “‘religious worship’’ 
to hold that these words described the activi- 
ties—and very proper activities—that were 
from time to time carried on in this hall. 

It was only necessary to refer to the evi- 
dence, continued Mr. Justice Sullivan, to 
see that the hall was not used exclusively 
for the educatiog. of the poor; and, giving 
the word ‘‘ charitable’’ the limited meaning 
that was given to it by decisions that were 
binding on that Court, he was unable to 
agree with the suggestion that the user of 
this hall was a user for charitable purposes 
such as were contemplated by the section. 
[It had been decided in the Alexandra Col- 
lege case, and by the-Supreme Court in the 
McGahan case, that premises used for educa- 
tion could. not be exempt as coming, within 
the description of premises used for charitable 
purposes unless they were used exclusively 
for the edneation of the’ ry as méntioned 
in Section. 63 of the. Poor Relief: Act of 1838. 
With some regret. he was of opinion that the 
decision of the Circuit judge was erroneous ; 
but, having regard to the course of authority 
in this country, and the jndgmmt in the 
Alexandra. Cdllege case and in the McGahan 
case, he felt bound to hold that this hall was 
not exempt. | 

Mr. Justice Hanna agreed,

novel. But the matter is worth pursuing. 
What would we do without tea? e 
might, like the Chinese of old, drink boiled 
water, till they were driven thereby to the 
discovery of tea; we might drink milk, or 
mead, or ale or beer, as our ancestors ‘did 
when, barely a hundred and fifty years 
ago, tea was too expensive a luxury to be. 
an everyday beverage. 

I, for one, am*glad the days are gone 
when tea- drinking was a Court preroga- 
tive ! 

The habit of tea-drinking brought about 
a minor revolution, too, in the status of 
women. The ale-house and the coffee-house 
were the centres of social life before tea 
shifted the social centre of gravity to the 
drawingroom. 

Tea had to be made in the kitchen; 
woman became its dispenser, and afternoon 
pus came to be the convivial focus of the 

ay. 


RIGHTLY MADE TEA 


But because it is now a common -custom, 
we give tea-drinking too little considera- 
tion to-day. ‘It is a pity, because tea, 
rightly madé, is a beneficial are 

So eminent a dietician as Sir Arbuthnot 
Lane has stated that the modern way of 
life makes a moderate use of stimulants 
necessary, and that good tea is an ideal 
stimulant. 

What, then, constitutes “ good ” tea? 
We in Ireland usually scorn the less 
expensive brands,’ and quite rightly ; for 
cheap tea, consisting largely of the stems 
of the leaf, contains-too great a proportion 
of tannic acid, which gives a bitter flavour, 
and, taken to excess, is injurious to health. 

Really good tea is not in the long run 
much more costly, because less of it is 
needed to make a satisfactory drink. 

There is, however, more in the making 
of good tea than the choice of a fine brand. 
The elementary fact that water goes 
“flat” when long: boiled is. too often 
ignored, Tea should be made the 
instant the water comes to the boil. And 
it should be made in a warm teapot. 


USE THE OVEN 


If you are—as you should be—anxious 
to distil the last drop of enjoyment from 
your tea, the teapot will be warmed in 
the oven; not by rinsing out with hot 
water. . . 

By the latter method the tea leaves in- 
evitably come in contact with some drops 
.of lukewarm water before they are in- 


‘fused in boiling water, and so lose some 
| of their proper flavour. 


Another point about which you must 


in your neighbourhood. 
knowr people’ complain that their 
favourite brand of tea has deteriorated, 
when the truth is that: they have moved 
house, and are using water with more or 
less lime in it than they have been 
accustomed to. 

Very often it will be found that the 
local grocer has experimented in blending 
teas to suit the. water in the district. 
If he has not, you must experiment your. 


self in blending. 


A BLEND 


An excellent basis for experiment 1s a 
mixture of Ceylon and orange Pekoe in 
the proportion of four to one—or eight 
to one, perhaps, for a start. 

Blending, however, is really a job for 
the expert, “and in this page are the names 
of several firms of established reputa- 
tion whose teas can be taken with con- 
fiderice, and who, no doubt, are familiar 
with. the characteristics of the water of 
most districts.

N the resumption of the debate in the 

& Dáil yesterday upon a supplementary 

estimate of £68,150 for the wie Com- 
mission, : 

Mr. M. RODDY (U.1., Sligo-Leitrim) said 
that as the distribution of land was pro- 
ceeding iat a much slower rate than during 
the administration of the last Government, 
he coulil not, understand why the former 
annual vote of £200,000 should now be in- 
creased to £330,000. He alleged that the 
slowing un of division of land was due to 
the inapectors’ time being occupied in in- 
vestigating complaints by local Fianna Fail 
clubs, as that men not of their political 
creed, were being ‘wrongfully’ employed 
in the Commission’s work of improving 
estates. i 

Referring to.the scheme for the transfer of 
Gaeltacht residents tu County Meath, he 
said that the Congested Districts Board. had 
embarked many years ago, under much better 
conditions, on a scheme of mass, migration. 
they had, however, to abandon the scheme, 
hecause-it could not be made a success. How, 
for instance, could a young landless man, 
half fisherman and half farmer; and accus- 
tomed to the land of Connemara, be ex- 
pected to make a success under entirely new 
conditions in County Meath. He earnestly 
believed that the Minister was pursuing a 
method that would cause enormous expendi- 
ture, aud which, no matter what State assist- 
ince would be given, would not be a success. 


MATTER OF PREFERENCE 


Mr. W. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said 
that, a¢cerding.to a speech by the Minister, 
the work to be done in migration schemes 
during ithe next year would be on a far 
grewter| rate of progress. © He warned the 
Minister that if this promise is to be carried 
have to ‘provide additional 
staff in the Land Commission department: 


-He knéw areas whére: people had been in- 


vited to become members of ‘Fianna Fail 
clubs on the-assumption that anyone who did 
so would get a piece of land. If preference 
was’ to’ be given to the old I.R.A. man, he 
would like the Minister to give a definition 
of what an old I.R.A. man was. Quite 
frankly, he (the speaker). was definitely in 
favour of giving preference, either by way 
of a position or a holding, to any person 
who had taken an active part in the pre- 
Truce activities. : 

If suitable landless’ inen were to get the 
consideration to which they were entitled 
they must be given the necessary capital to 
werk’ the Nad It would be serving a 
useful purpose if the Minister and the Land 
Commission would deal ii. a* sympathetic 


* manner with any demand: that might be-re-

He wanted to express his opposition to 
people being brought from’ Kerry or Shigo 
until the local untconomic holders and land- 
less men were first provided tor. 


SPEEDING-UP THE MACHINE 
Mr. CORRY (F.F., East Cork) said there 


were 2,000. acres to-day lying idle in his 
area—a paradise for bullocks. He wondered 
what éog or pait of the machinery of the 


Land. Commission he would have to oil or 


ginger up to get that land divided. 

Mr.| BELTON—That’s hard on

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) congratn- 
lated the Minister on providing more money 
for the improvement of estates, but he was 
sorry that there was to be no speeding up 
in the ucquisition and distribution of land. 
Land would not be divided by the mere 
expression of good intentions they heard so 
often from the Minister. The amount of land 
distributed in the last year was very much 
less than in previous years. The whole 
policy of land ‘uistribution had been slowed 
up considerably. The Land Commission was 
doing nothing to encourage the policy to 
rrow more wheat, and beet and other crops. 
f the tillage policy, of the Government 
were ta succeed, it was absolutely impera- 
tive that the ranches should be broken up. 


PRICE OF LAND 


Mr. CURRAN (U.I., Tipperary, South) 
asked what was the policy of the Land 
Commission in buying land. He. mentioned 
the case of a widow with five children who 
had a shop in a town in his constituency; 
She had 82 acres of land, fot which the Land 
Commission offered her £323 in Land Bonds. 

Mr. P. BELTON (Ind., Dublin, N.) said 
that ‘there was no market for land now, 
except at scrap prices. What purported to be 
the present prices did not représent the real 
value of land. In purchasing land for 
labourers’ cottages.’ the Dublin Coutty 
Council did not estimate its value on the 
present prices, 

In the splitting up of ranches care should 
be taken that it was divided among people 
who would make farming a success, and who 
knew something about farming. It was better 
to have. land under grass than to put in 
‘weeds’ of farmers. 
favour of helping L.R.A. men, but there was 
no usé in iving an I.R.A. man land if he 
did not know how to work. it.

A LAND DIVISION RECORD 


In reply, Senator CONNOLLY, the 
Minister for Lands, said that it ‘had been 
suggested by Deputy Lynch that the work of 
the Land Commission had been slowed up 
in comparison with the time when he was 
in office. He believed, however,: that the 
less said about the land activities of Deputy 
Lynch when he was Minister the better. The 
actual position with fegard to land division 
for the. past 10} months of the financial year 
showed that already a record had been set 
up, It was over any prévious year in the 
administration of the Land Cémmission, 
whether under the British or the Free State 
Government.- Up to the middle of February 
they had allocated over 70,000 acres of un- 
tenahted land.- In addition to that; they had 
upwards of 20,000 acres divided or congested 
district. estates, and he was satisfied that 
when the year was completed the deputies 
would be perfectly convinced that! the Land 
Commission had far exceeded their móst 
optimistic expectations. 


PAYMENT OF ANNUITIES 


In ‘regard to Deputy Dillon's ‘complaint, 
he would say that the Land Commission, in 
its handling of corréspondence, was not as 
perfect as they would like. Et was án 
extremely difficult business, and cétuld not be 
dealt with as in a commercial condérn. They 
handled yearly upwards ot 400,000 letters, in 
addition to close on half a miilion}antuitants 
with whom they had to correspond: twice each 
year. 

As to. the payment of annuities, the Minister 
said that when he received a létter about 
annuities he handed it to the: collections 
department, and did not attempt to intervene, 
and so upset the arrangements of that depart- 
ment. 

“If it were known,” said the Minister, 
“that the Minister could be swayéd, I might 
get 50,000 letters, There is a difficulty in 
being even sympathetic in a humah way with 
people who may be having difficulty in paying 
the annuities. That sympathy: has been 
entirely vitiated and nullified by‘ the policy 
of non-payment, of annuities which fol. 
lowed. How is the collections department 
to know who can pay and who won't pay? 
A vicious campaign—one of the mést immoral 
ever launched—has been run: on behalf of 
people who can pay.”’ 

Upon the suggestion of discrimination, the 
Minister said that no matter how land was 
divided, there would always be the allegation 
by disappointed people that: so-and-so was 
iven land because hé was a Blue: Shirt or in 
fianna Fail. 


MIGRATION SCHEME 


He knew the danger and difficulties that 
accompanied a poiicy of migration, but he 
did not see any reason why they: should not 
go on with it and thereby relieve? congestion. 
He admitted that it was a drastit Change in 
the lives of those péople, but a start had te 
be made somewhere, for they cduld not he 
left on the rocks in Donegal, Kerty and Cork 
and Mayo. Pre-Truce I.R.A. had'a definite

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly)—I did 
not suggest grants. I snggested bans free of 
interest for a limited period. : 

The MINISTER for LANDS—J would not 
like to accept that suggestion for the moment. 
Where men were disemployed on é¢states taken 
over for forestry these men were put into 
forestry work if not provided with land. In 
every division of land there wete ten times 
more claimants than could he Satisfied, but 
the work of the Commission had been speeded 
up and all records for division oí land had 
been broken this year, thanks tad the lovalty 
and efficiency of the officials óí the Land 
Commission. á :

Mi the second reading of the Milk 


aid Dairies Bill, 1034, in the Dail 
yesterday, Dr. WARD, Parliamentary 

Secretary to the Ministry for Local Goveri- 
ment and Public Health, said that the 
original bill had been withdrawn and the 
resent bill had been drafted, and it em- 
Dodied virtually all previous legislative pro- 
visions to ensure the purity of milk intended 
for sale for human consumption. The prin- 
cipal alterations as comparéd with the 
original bill.included more precise definition 
of premises to be used by dairymen. The 
bill secured the right of entry of sanitary 
officers, ana also registration of dairymen and 
dairies by the sanitary ‘authorities. Tem- 
‘porary exemption from régistration was 
ranted to suppliers to creaméries authorised 
fo sell pastetitised milk, | 

The sale of milk by unregistered dairymen 
or on untegistered premises was prohibited. 
Part Three of the bill authorised the 
making of regulations by the Minister relat- 
ing to dairies and milk and the inspection of 
animals. These regulations were to be made 
with the concurrence of the Minister for Agri- 
culture. 
The bill also provided for the inspection 
of animals in dairies by veterinary inspectors 
ot registered ‘veterinary surgeons, and for the 
taking of samples of milk from the animals 
for examination. 

Provision was made for the sale of milk 
under special designations. i 

In “framing the new bill, said the Par- 
liamentary Secretary, careful and sympathetie 
consideration had been given to all points 
raised in discussion on the previous measure, 
and the present bill would commend itself to 
everybody interested in improving the 
method of production and distribution of 
milk. 


FIGHTING TUBERCULOSIS 


Mr. M. BRENNAN (U.I., Roscommon) 
said that fighting tuberculosis should be in 
this, as in every other country, a national 
fight. Considering the gen state oí local 
authorities’ finances, and their increasing re- 
sponsibiliti under yatious. schemes, he 
thought it the more desirable that the duties 
and expense of fighting tuberculosis should 
bé nationally borne. That was his only ob- 
jéction to the bill; that it was to be for mum- 
cipal administration. - 

{pr. R. J. ROWLETTE (Independent, 
Dublin University) said that he was disap- 
pointed that more of the positive #uggestions 
made by deputies in response to the Govern- 
ment’s appeal when the bill was before the 
House two months ago had not been accepted. 
Local authorities would not take energetic 
and enthusiastic action to protect milk unless 
they got some form of assistance, such as 
a State grant. Also, though they were given 
the power, the authorilies were not given 
the duty, of inspecting licensed dairies; un- 
leas this inspection was carried out at least 
twice a year the licence: would be a dead 
letter, and the licencees would pay little re- 
gard to ihe necessity for keeping the dairies 
in good order. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) said this bill 
would entail extra expense to producers, and 
many of the smallér men might be driven 
out of the business altogether hy the neces. 
sity for new cattle-housing, etc. There 
should be some compensation allowed for 
thé producers under this or a séparate bill; 
a definite price to the consumer to end 
middlemen’s profiteering, and a fair price for 
the producer of good milk, to cover his in- 
creased éxpenses, should be fixed. 


WHOLESALE REGISTRATION 


Mr. R. HOLOHAN (U.1., Carlow-Kil. 
kenny) said that the farmers would be put to 
a lot of expense under the bill in the pro- 
vision of proper accomihodation for cattle. 
If the measuré was to. be worked satisfac. 
torily this expense should be borne by the 
Central Fund. a 

Mr. BENNETT (U.J.. Limerick) said that 
he objected to wholégale régistration, as it 
| would entail the setting up of eumbersome, 
machinery and the appointment of inspectors. 
thereby necessitating expense. Milk sup 
pliers already were aubiect to strict régula- 
tion. He believed that the bill was a 
good one. 

Mr. P. BELTON (Tnd., Dublin N.) said 
that many of the milk suppliers in the Co. 
Dublin had been put out of businesa owing 
to quantities of cheap milk being dumped 
in the Dublin market. Where milk was 
used for human consumption there should be 
a uniform method of controlling it. 


law, should be made operative over the 
whole country at the same - time, Acts 
passed previonsly to look after the health 
of animals and humah baings had been ad 
ministered strictly and well around Dublin, 
but other counties had not carried out the 
terms of those Acts. In places further from 
Dublin thére was the greatest laxily. 

Mr. M. O'REILLY. (F.F., Meath) said 
that milk was being sold in the County 
Meath at a price of 7d. or 8d. a gallon, 
and in Dublin at 1s: 2d. That pricé was 
not sufficient, and, to make the Act a suc- 
cess, it would be wecessary to have some 
firancial assistance. The principal difficulty 
experienced by the farmers was in the fact 
that they had not boen guaranteed that they 
would not be forestalled in the, market. 


PAYING THE PIPER 


Mr. DILLON (U.1., Donegal) said that he 
objected to the bill because he objected to 
the principle that one man should call the 
tune, while another should pay the: piper. 
That practice was growing. The mandatory 
services of the local authorities were being 
increased, They were going to impose on 
local authorities what was going to be an 
extremely costly scheme, and, having done 
so, they were going to tell them 
they must find the money. If the Boards of 
Health and the County Covncils met the bill 
iú a grudging spirit it would be impossible 
to administer it. If the ‘House was sincere 
in its desiré for pure milk for the people 
the best proof of its sincerity would be to 
furnish the required money. 

If the Dail wanted to set up services, then 
the Dail should have responsibility for the 
a at ee attaching to these schemes. 

n regard to the matter of registration, if 
a. licence were refused he thought appeal 
should lie to the District Justice and not to 
the local authority, 

Mr. J. M. BURKE (U.1., Cork, West) 
urged the propriety of appeal in the matter 
of registration to a District Justice, who, he 
said, was conversant with the local circum- 
stances, and in a far better position to pro- 
nounce judgment on the matter than a. 
Minister living in Dublin depending on the 
report of inspeciors. 


SECRETARY'S REPLY 


Dr. WARD, Parliamentary Secretary, con- 
cluding the debate, said that it was the in- 
tention of the Minister for Agriculture to 
introduce legislation dealing with tuber- 
culosis in cattle. The bill dealt with milk 
for human consumption, and so far as sup- 
plies to-treamerieés were concerned for manu- 
facture into, butter or cheese it did not 
change the position at all. Creameries sup- 
plying pasteurised milk were exempt from 
the bill, and that exemption would continue 
until the Minister for Agricukture was 
satisfied that‘the scope of the bill should be 
extended to suppliers of such creamérien. 
Under the bill the creameries supplied a 
specially desiguated milk—namely, pasteurised 
milk—and would have to comply with the 
same regulations as other licence-holders. 

As to the costs. of administration of the 
bill, he could not see how it was going: to 
involve local authorities in any cotisiderable 
costs at all. It would be administered in the 
main by Medical. Officers of Health who were 
already officials of local atithorities, and the 
State contributed very substantially to their 
salaries and travelling oo ap Veterinary 
staffs were already appointed, and he did not 
ontieintie that any ¢labofate machinery 
would be nécestáry Deputy Rowlette had 
complained that, though power was taken to 
inspect dairies, it imposed no daty to inspect. 
It was, however, the duty of the samtary 
authority to enforce the provisions of the

AN HOURLY CHANGE 


Mr. J. M. DILLON ({U.1., Donegal) said

provide the money. The Minister had actually 
Constad that he had withdrawn advertisinz 
from newspapers because the leading articles 
did not agree with his schemes. Surely the 
people he should want to reach were the 
ba who read leading articles eritical of 
is policy. 

Had it ever cccurred to the Minister that 
advertising could be used advantageously for 
the purpose of promoting markets, instead ol 
for the purpose of persuading por to pro- 
duce something for which there was no 
market, except an uneconomic one. The time 
was ripe for providing for our people an 
adequate market in which they could dispose 
of their produce, 

EXPORTED BUTTER 

He would like to ask the Minister if he

Yesterday afternoon Mr. NI AL ace; 
head of the Saar Commission, handed 
over his charge to Baron Aloisi, Chair- 
man of the League of Nations, ' This 
morning the Saar will be. transferred 
formally from ‘the League’s control into 
the hands of Germany. Baron Aloisi 
will yield its custody to Dr. Frick, 
Minister of the Interior in Herr Hitler’s 
Government, who will announce the fact 
from Saarbriicken over all German 
broadcasting stations; flags will be 
hoisted, and, finally, Dr, Frick will con- 
sign the Saar to Dr. Birckel, the German 
Commissioner-designate, in the presence cf 
General Géring, Dr. Gébbels and other 
high Nazi officials. For the greater part 
of the day not only the Saar, but all 
Germany, will be abandoned to festivity. 
Flags will fly from every house; Berlin 
will be the scene of a cslossal torchlight 
procession; inns and restaurants, by 
special permission, will L- open all night; 
work will cease in order that everybody 
may hear the broadcast, and a “' one 
minute silence ” will be observed. An 
amnesty already has been announced for 
all inhabitants of the Saar who have been 
sentenced to imprisonment for one year 
or less. In grim contrast, however, with 
to-day’s the news that 
yesterday was marked by an increase in 
the tide of refugees fleeing to France from 
the threat of Nazi vengeance. The efflux 
has been continuous ever since the ay in 
early January, when an overwhelming 
vote of the Saar’s inhabitants réstored 
the territory to rightful owners. 
Germany has issued no direct threat of 
reprisals against. the people who dared to 
vote against her, or showed themselves in 
other ways hdgtile to her plans; but.the 
reputation of Herr Hitler’s storm troops 
is too sinister to be disregarded, and the 
refugees certainly know what they are 
doing. 

With the return of the Saar one of 
Germany 's principal grievances has dis- 
appeared. No other consequence of the 
Great War, except, perhaps, the existence 
of the Polish Corridor, has rankled so 
deeply ; and we cannot be surprised if to- 
day’s proceedings inspire almost hysterical 
delight. It is a good thing for the. peace 
of Europe that the Saar has been restored. 
There never was any question of the 
plebiscite’s result, but the possibility 
always lingered until the last moment 
that its restoration might be attended by 
conditions of such difficulty as to deprive 
it of much of its value. Germany’s old 
enemies, however, have acted in this 
matter with commendable honesty. It is 
true that France demanded a substantial 
payment with the Saar 
mines and with the millions of francs of 
her money which were circulating in the 
Saar at the time of the plebiscite, but 
those “ difficulties seem to have been ad- 
justed without unpleasantness. The 
effect. on Germany ought to be excellent. 
She has obtained at least one definite 
proof that the other nations propose to 
keep faith with her, and, if her rulers are 
wise, they will accept this morning 's 
transference of the Saar as the end 
of one chapter, and the beginning of 
another, the history of post-War 
Europe. To be sure, she still .spffers from 
certain disabilities; but; if @ne wound 
has been healed, thére is no réason why 
the others may not be .healed “in like

Yet, in spite of the formidable odds 
against her, it is as likely as not that 
Herr Hitler will forbear to take the 
reasonable attitude, and that the restora- 
tion of the Saar merely will whet his 
appetite for more. Germany’s sense. of 
nationality ts immensely strong, and her 
needs are almost desperately 
insistent. Sentiment compels her to main- 
tain her propaganda for the abolition of 
the Polish corridor, although, by her 
recent agreement with Poland, she has 
undertaken to leave things as they are for 
ten years. Germany’s young men are cast- 
ing envious eyes across her. frontiers, 


material 


Her population already is congested, 
and is increasing at dangerous speed. 
Without the African colonies which 
she lost in the Great War it has no room 
for expansion, and she is compelled to 
pay for the raw materials which formerly 
she drew from those sources—the raw 
materials which are the life-blood of her 
prosperity. Her demand for a ‘‘new 
deal” is an article of faith with Herr 
Hitler and his National-Socialists. They 
never ceased to urge it from their acces- 
sion to power until a few months before 
the Saar plebiscite was due to take place, 
when they manifestly decided that. quiet- 
ness would be a better paying policy. 
Now that the Saar has been restored, and 
Germany has nothing to lose by a resump- 
tion of her arrogance—except the good- 
will of other nations—it is not impossible 
that the old cry will be resumed. Will 
her clamour for the African colonies rise 
to challenging heights? Will she concen- 
trate on the East, or will she bend 
all her efforts towards union with Austria? 
Unless Herr Hitler’s psychology has 
undergone a notable change in recent 
weeks, we shall not be long in doubt con- 
cerning Germany’s future conduct.

law-abiding citizens, and always upheld 
law and. order in the State. They never 
did anything: to bring the blush of shame 
to their faces. and never stood behind a 
fence to throw a sod or a stone at any-

As a result of the policy of the Govern- 
ment the farmers in the County Cork 
called a convention to be held on January 
Z2ist to discuss their grievances, and devise 
ways and means to get out of their diffi- 
culties. That was á perfectly lawful! 
action for them to take, but on the 30th 
January, or the night of the 29th, there 
were wholesale arrests in West Cork ; 
these two decent men’s houses were raided, 
searched and ransacked, and the men were 
afterwards taken and detained in the 
barracks. Why was this done? Was it 
because the Cork Farmers’ Association was 
going to shake the confidence of the people 
of Cork County and the rest of the State 
in the Government? 


“ACTS OF TERRORISM ” 


He took it that must be the only reason 
for such acts of terrorism, and to prevent 
people from attending a meeting to discuss 
and debate their grievances, and remedy 
them if possible. The convention met, 
but after that the Government went 
around making further arrests, and 
several mén were still detained awaiting 
trial. These men met in convention, and 
were not afraid to say that the Govern- 
ment was the cause of all their grievances ; 
that it had deprived them of their markets 
and means of livelihood, of giving their 
children a decent education, and properly 
clothing and feeding them.

Mr. O’Donovan—In the past two months 
in West Cork men -have gone around and 
into houses threatening the inhabitants to 
hammer and beat them up, but they are 
still at large.- These conditions are very 
hard on the people, and on decent men 
who only want to go about their own busi- 
ness. 

There was no such thing as an associa- 
tion for the non-payment of rates, and no 
such thing 4s a campaign for the non-pay- 
ment of rates, but the Jrish Press last 
Monday stated that the principal charge 
against men now detained in Mountjoy was 
membership of an unlawful association for 
the promotion of non-payment of rates. 
That was most unfair to say when men 
were awaiting trial before the Military 
Tribunal.

POLICE ACTIVITIES 


Mr. Eamonn O'Neill (U.I., Cork, West) 
joined in the protest against the arrests. 
The men conterned had (he said) been 
taken out at uncalled-for and unreasonable 
hours from their homes, and taken long 
distances without any necessity ; for they 
could be always found in their homes, and 
were always able to give an account of 
their movements. Mr, Coakley: had been 
interrogated in a rough manner, 

The whole tendency of police activities 
in that area at the moment was purely 
political, and was creating growing dis- 
content and ill-feeling. There were crimes 
committed in the district, for which nobody 
had been brought to justice and for which 
nobody had even been arrested on 
suspicion, 


SPEAKER INTERVENES

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THE INDIAN BUDGET 
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In a leading article to-day The Dimes 
observes:—The Indian Budget at “Delhi 
comes as a welcome relief from Indian 
politics at Westmingter. Sir James Grigg, 
whose first Budget fó was, found himself 
able yesterday to afnounce a partial re- 
duction in income tax surcharges and to 
set aside money for reconstruetion in the 
rural areas of the Indian Provinces, The 
most significant feature of the Budget was 
Sir James Grigg’s proposal to f@ster a 
policy of economic reconstruction if rural 
areas. His speech showed clearly that he 
attached more importance to this pfoposal 
than to the restoration of pay cut or the 
reduction of taxation. It is a fact that the 
financial] stringency of recent years has 
prevented any considerable work for. the 
welfare of the Indian villager, whoge well-

Notwithstanding the lack of funds, the 
Government of India have never over- 
looked their obligations in the rural field. 
The cultivator will also benefit from the 
scheme of road-building which thé Budget 
proposals contain. Sir James Gtigg has 
made funds available for this, and the 
Government of India have drawn up a 
programme for the expenditure of the 
funds, which will see new roads being 
established in provinces which badly need 
them. Even the proposal to do s¢me road- 
huilding in the Afridi territory, on the 
North-West Frontier, will redousid to the 
economic benefit of India. Thé Afridis 
have asked that a new road may be de- 
veloped through a small part of the Tirah, 
and there is reason to hope that this 
development will impress the tribesmen 
with the conviction that their gocial and 
economic interests are best served by an 
improvement of their communications with 
British India.

The circumstances that caused the death of 

a four weeks’ old baby, Norah Merriman, 

Ballyguile, Wicklow, were investigated yester- 

tr. by Dr. P. J. Hamilton, Coroner for 
Wicklow. 


due to carbolic acid poisoning. The mother 


| received from a nurse to rub into the baby, 
and which he sealed up and gave to the 
police. It contained carbolic acid, but was 
labelled olive oil. The child’s body was 
extensively burned. It would not be easy 
to mistake the contents for olive oil, but 
be had seen olive oil congealed in cold 
weather, when it became .cloudy and solid 
almost. 
Mrs. Merriman said that medicines were 
supplied to her by a nurse for her baby, 
who was delicate, She had applied it with a 
feather. The baby died within an hour. 
Nurse Joyce, who was represented by Mr. 
E. J. H. Hopkins, solicitor, having been 
cautioned by the Coroner, elected to give 
evidence. She called to see Dr. Nora Wallis, 
and asked her for some olive oil. Dr. Wallis 
gave her a quart bottle, fiom which, later 
on, she filled a smaller bottle, and gave 
it, with other medicines and foods and ‘n- 
structions, .6 Sheila Merriman for her 
mother. She never thought the bottle con- 
tained oo but olive oa the bottle being 
unlabelled 


Dr. Nora Wallis, Dunganstown, who Was 


first offered Nurse Joyce a tin ox olive oil, 
, 80 labelled, then went into another room and 
i gave her this unlabelled quart bottle, which 

she believed was olive oil. Its contents 
| were of the same consistency as that in the 
tin, and as a general rule poisons are 
labelled. She could not believe the sergeant 
when informed that it was carbolic acid and 
‘that W had killed a baby.

ROMAN COINS FOUND 


AFTER EIGHTEEN 
CENTURIES 


After reposing undisturbed for eighteen 
centuries, sixteen Roman coins, date from 
156 to 161 A.D., have just been unearthed by 
two stonemasons at =, Gervais, in the 
Savoy regicn. 


efigy of Antonius Pius, the Emperor who 
preceded Marcus Aurelius on the Roman 
throne. After a heavy layer of rey had 
been removed, they were found to in a 
good state of preservation ; indeed, six of them 
are as perfect as if they had come from the 
mint only ten years ago. 

This find, which confirms the fact that 
Roman soldiers encamped in ihe Sav oy region 
some 1,800 years ago, was made by Louis 
Pirali, a wdster stonemason. While fh see 
ing stone from the mountain-side, he un- 
expectedly came upon a block of granite to 
which was attached a metal ring. Underneath 
the granite he was astonished-to find an 
assortment of miscellaneous objects. In addi- 
tion to the coins, a smal! pot, made of reddish 
clay, was unearthed ; also two iron screw bolts, 
‘several bits of copper curiously riveted 
together, finally a blue glass brooch and a 
single marble made of some blue mineral.
